Triumphal arches were among the 


most .peculiar forms of art which the 
Romans borrowed from those around 
them, and used with that strange mix- 
ture of splendor and bad taste which 
characterizes all their works.

doubt borrowed from the Etruscans, as 
was also the ceremony of the triumph 
with which they were ultimately asso- 
ciated. 
At first they seem rather to 


have been used as festal entrances to 
the great public roads, whose construc- 
tion was considered as one of the most 


ARCH OV TRAJAN. 


Important benefits a ruler could confer 
on his country. There was one erected 
at Uimlnl in honor of an important 
restoration of the Fhuulnian Way by 
Augustus; another at Susa in Pied- 
mont, to commemorate a similar act of 
the same Emperor. Trajan built one 
:>n the pier at Anconu, when he re- 
stored that harbor, and another at 
Honeventmn, when he repaired the Via 
Appia, represented In the woodcut here 
given. It Is one of tho best preserved 
as wfrll as most graceful of its class In 
Italy. The arch of the Sergil at Pola 
In Istrln seems also to have been erect- 
ed for a like purpose.

money, first issued in China in 2697 
B. C. One writer tells that the ancient 
Chinese bank notes were in many re- 
spects similar to those of the present 
day; bearing the name of the bank, the 
date of issue, the number of the note, 
tbe signature of the official who issued 
It, and its value, in, both figures and 
words. 


On the top of these curious notes 


was the following philosophic injunc- 
tion : "Produce all you can; 
spend 


with economy." The note was printed 
la blue ink on paper made from the 
fiber of the mulberry tree. One of these 
uotes bearing the date 1309 B. C. It 
still preserved in the Asiatic Museum 
at St. Petersburg.

No. The mod- 
ern congregation must have an up-to- 
date building, fully as attractive us 
any other in the community, it* exter- 
nal architecture no more pleasing than 
the completeness of its Interior fur- 
nishings, Its fine orgm well adapted 
to accompany the trained singers who 
are depended ii|>oii for the music of the 
service. 
To secure these things money 


Is needed, and no pastov Is fitted for 
the place unless lie has the rare power 
of raising funds, or at least of stimu- 
lating leaders of his flock who know 
how to draw the dollars from the criti- 
cal worshipers. 
"We need a sort of 


canvassing agent, a man with the per- 
sistence of a book or life insurance 
agent" Is a pretty frank and expres- 
sive way of stating what probably la 
the real feeling of many church mem- 
bers to-day. The chances are that the 
average minister who is led to adopt 
the calling from a sense of man's need 
of salvation Is unfitted for this sort 
of a canvass. The modern pastor must 
be a social loader. He must know how 
to shine at a wedding or at an after- 
noon tea, and must be UH graceful In 
these respects as he Is dignified and 
Impressive In connection with the for- 
mal ceremonial functlonsof his church.

religion. 


Sometimes It seems as If a pastor "not 
afraid of notoriety," as one put It In 
connection with n recent case, Is call- 
ed for by modern religious leaders. In 
many cases It Is more than likely that 
the student, fond of Itooks and the com- 
panionship of letters, Is us Ill-fitted to 
attend to the social duties of bis pro- 
fession as he la to collect delinquent 
subscriptions or lift a mortgage from 
the property of nn already overbur- 
dened parish. And then, to make It all 
the worse, the present day congrega- 
tion U exci'dingly hard to please. The 
Instruction oner- given through the pul- 
pit alone Is now afforded by a thou- 
sand media. The Increased circulation 
of the dally papers, the development of 
widely road religious and sein I-relig- 
ious weeklies, the 
multiplication 
of 


philanthropic, charitable, social 
and 


educational activities, the Increase In 
the number of topics upon which the 
modern minister must keep Informed, 
nil these combine with the money-rais- 
ing requirements and the social duties 
to make tho minister's life a strenuous 
one, 
with plenty of criticism and with 


retirement threatening when the step 
falters In the least.

She defends the ac- 
curacy of Forster and the sincerity 
of her father In communicating to his 
old friend the plot which he had finally 
determined upon. From this It appears 
that Edwin Drood was In truth killed 
by his uncle—und here, In addition, 
It should be cited the testimony 
of 


Charles Dickens the younger, who posi- 
tively declared that he had heard from 
his father's lips that Drood was dead. 
Mrs. I'erugini insists also upon the 
novelist's genuine Interest in the psy- 
chology of the situation: "he was quite 
as deeply fascinated and absorbed in 
the study of the criminal Jasper as In 
the dark and sinister crime that has 
given the book Us title." The origin- 
ality of the story, he told Forster, was 
to consist in the review of the mur- 
derer's career by himself, at the close, 
"when Its temptations were to be dwelt 
upon as If not he, the culprit, but some 
other man were tempted." 
We may 


well believe, therefore, that he did not 
feel It to be necessary to the original- 
ity of Ids story to use the hackneyed 
device of keeping a supposed victim 
alive to confront the criminal in the 
last chapter.

is the greatest silent 


thief-catcher In use by mankind. 
The 


postal thief, emboldened by early suc- 
cesses, goes on merrily until tbe Inno- 
cent-appearing decoy letter Is silently 
slipped In the malls to find Its way 
tmrely to hi* bunds. 


The thief does not always "bite" at 


the first letter. 
Another Is sent, and 


then another, all containing the cov- 
eted cash. At last, sooner or later, one 
lands In tbe pocket of the dishonest 
employe and later becomes document- 
ary evidence against him. 


The decoy letter contains all the out- 


ward and inward appearance of an or- 
dinary piece of mall Intended for some 
private citizen or business house whose 
mall Is being*tampered with. But their 
private earmarks ure as big as a house 
to the Inspectors, and when they are 
shown up iu court, T reckon they look 
twice as large to the thief on trial.

How the Attention of the Telephone 


Operator IM Gained. 


To-day instead of working a crank 


to get "central's" attention, you simply 
put the receiver to your ear, says a 
writer In Hcrilmer's. 
Lifting the re- 


ceiver off the hook lights a tiny elec- 
tric lamp in the exchange. 
The light 


goes out when the switchboard opera- 
tor thrusts into .your line's answering 
jack a metal plug, the tip of the an- 
swering cord, one of a pair of thrrad- 
coveml wire cords associated 
with 


your 
line. 
The 
calling cord's 
tip, 


plugged into'the multiple jack of the 
number you give to "central," lights 
another small lamp, termed a supervi- 
sory lamp. 
Pressing a key rings the 


bell of the given number—that Is,of the 
subscriber with whom you desire to 
talk. 
When lie takes up his receiver 


his supervisory lamp goes out. Hence 
there is no lamp alight while the con- 
versation is In progress. The return of 
your receiver to Its hook lights your 
supervisory lamp. When the other sub- 
scriber hangs up his receiver his super- 
visory lamp lights again. 
Both lamps 


aglow apprise the operator 'hat 
the 


conversation Is closed. 
She pulls the 


cords out of the jacks, thus cxtinguish- 
rng the lamps and disconnecting 
the 


lines. 
Not a word of your conversa- 


tion has been overheard, not a second 
of time has been wasted.
